Under the new plan the 
province will keep all revenue 
from income tax, but will relieve 
Ihe municipalities of their con- 
tribution to mothers' allowances 
and old-age pensions. 

"York county paid $209,000 in 
1936 for old-age pensions and

"When you consider the situ- 
ation In Spain today; the fact 
that. on Dec. 31, treaties restrict- 
ing naval armaments expired 
and Great Britain commenced 
once more to participate in the 
naval race; and the reported 
increase to be made in Canadian 
arms expenditures this year, you 
must come to the conclusion that 
the world has gone insane," 
staled Joseph McCulloy, head- 
master of Pickering college, 
addressing the sixth Community 
Life Conference there on Monday 
afternoon. 

"It is youth who will pay the 
price of this insanity," ho con- 
tinued. "Youth paid in 101*1 and 
will pay again in the next war. 

"What, are our young people 
going to do? Under dictatorships, 
both fascist m\t\ communist, they 
must follow tiie lead of their 
governors. But may it not be 
possible that young people living 
in democracies arid inheriting 
British traditions can show the 
way out, and at least assist in 
retaining some measure of sanity 
in an otherwise insane world?" 

H. E. G. Davis, of the Y. M, C. 
A. national council, spoke to the 
same group on Monday evening, 
and told of the conditions facing 
youth in Germany and Russia. 

"Generally speaking, youth In 
Russia and in Europe Is more 
interested in politics than is the 
case here," ho said. "Youth in 
Germany is organi'/ed. From the 
ago of ten youth Is regimented 
i ti to government - controlled 
organizations, and each has its 
uniform. To an unusual degree 
the young people are instilled 
with an emotional idealism. They 
are taught that youth should 
serve the state, not that the stale 
should serve youth;

We are sure that Dr. Dales, like the rest of us, 
would like to see the north get the highways 
which will facilitate the development of that vast 
realm of mineral and forest wealth. Dr. Dales was 
speaking figuratively, we feel sure. There is no 
reason why both north and south should not get 
the highways they need. The highway from 
Peterboro to Orangeville, which Dr. Dales has in 
mind, would be of use to almost all of old Ontario 
and would be the second most important east and 
west highway. 
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IS WAR INEVITABLE? 

At a weekend conference of the "League for 
Social Reconstruction" at Pickering College Prof. 
P. H. Underbill, professor of history at the 
University of Toronto, spoke on "The Outlook for 
1937." He referred repeatedly to "the war" and 
did not mean the Great War of 1914-18. He 
expressed the belief that Canada and the United 
Slates would be drawn into this inevitable conflict. 
Is it possible, or is this professor of history 
mistaken in his belief that history will repeat 
itself? 



SCHOOL QUESTION 

The Huntsville Forester makes the following 
comment on an article which appeared recently 
in these columns. The Forester is an independent 
newspaper, and its opinions therefore are of value. 

"The Newmarket Era asserts that if Mr. 
Hepburn is satisfied that the verdict in East 
Hastings is an adverse expression on his separate 
school tax legislation, he should take the matter 
out of politics by repealing the legislation, or give 
the separate schools necessary assistance through 
grants, or by means of a plebiscite. 

"Mr. Hepburn has confidence in the justice of 
his school grant legislation, and believes that, 
when the public have grasped the full purport of 
its meaning they will register approval. If 
separate schools are to be supported on a scale 

equal to the past, the alternative to the legislation 

now under discussion, will be to make grants from 
the consolidated revenues of the province, which 
will force all taxpayers whether separate or 
common school supporters, to contribute to the 
maintenance of the separate schools. The new 
legislation places the responsibility directly on the 
shoulders of the separate school supporters." 
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Our Optimism 

We may be just like an ostrich with his head 
in the sand, but we refuse to beiieve that Canada 
will ever again take part in war unless it be 
League of Nations military sanctions. We believe 
that the Canadian people have renounced war 
forever, and we doubt if any government will 
ever be able to enthuse the people of this country 
about another world conflict. We believe that a 
Jarge proportion of the Canadian people will 
refuse absolutely to participate directly or 
indirectly. 

._ Each Must Choose 

Of course, Prof. Underbill believes that 
powerful financial and industrial leaders will be 
able to lead this country into war, and that the 
profits and prosperity accruing to a large propor- 
tion of the Canadian people as a result of the 
preparation for war and of war itself will offset 
any pacifistic sentiments. The possibility is there. 
Not only every industrial leader, but every 
merchant, every farmer, every newspaper pub- 
lisher will have to ask himself: "Do 1 want to 
make money through Canadian participation in 
this war, even though my neighbor's boys are 
sacrificed, or would I rather have to struggle a 
little harder?" 

Conscription of Wealth 

There is merit in the suggestion that wealth 
should i,c COJiSci ipied in the event of war as 
human beings were conscripted in the last war. 
It is unreasonable to take one man's life or one 
woman's husband and leave another man not only 
his life but his wealth, greatly increased by war. 
There will be those who want war as long as 
there is profit in war, and there will be tempta- 
tions for all of us as long as there is profit in war. 



Even More Important

The article in question did not deal with the 

merits of the separate school legislation, but tried 

to make the point that in these times it would be 

absurd to fight a provincial election on a sectarian 

question to the neglect of the economic condition 

of the people. The separate school legislation is 

an honest attempt to deal with a difficult question, 

and we would be glad to see Mr. Hepburn stick 

to his guns. If he were defeated in a provincial 

election, however, another party would go into 

power without having declared its policies on the 

important questions of unemployment and bread 

and meat.

centenary of the rebellion of 1837. Prof. F. II. 
Underbill at Pickering College on Saturday said 
that some would celebrate the winning of 
responsible government, suggesting that Macken- 
zie's fight was more than a battle for political 
rights. It was a class struggle in which he was 
engaged, but Mackenzie's methods may be 
questioned. The wisdom of his attempted use of 
force may be questioned. Few would approve the 
use of force in politics today. We must be equally 
hesitant in giving our approval to the use of force 
100 years ago. 

Honor To Mackenzie, Not His Methods 

There is no reason, however, to forget 
Mackenzie. The battle which he fought is a battle 
which must be ever fought anew, the battle 
against selfishness and privilege. There is just as 
much privilege and selfishness in Canada today as 
there was in the days of the family compact. It 
is more cleverly hidden perhaps, but it is there 
to he fought and contended with, but let those 
who would engage in this struggle use reason and 
education as their weapons. Pitchforks will never 
win a lasting victory.

CONCERNING BEEF KINGS 

An evening spent at the annual 
oyster supper of the local beef 
ring stirred mo to evaluate this 
enterprise and to relate it to 
other types of eo-operntivo 
endeavor. 

At the * beginning of this 
century and some few years 
before I was bora, many of the 
fanners in this county were 
concerned with the raising of 
beef cattle. The farm people 
liked beef and ate lots of it. Bill 
beef did not keep readily in hot 
weather and they were forced to 
a dependence on salt pork with 
the variation of an occasional 
sheep at threshing time. 

There were largo families of 
sons and daughters and hired 
help required to produce without 
the advantage of many of our 
more recent mechanical devices. 
A family could eat nnc of those 
nice fat steers running on the 
back 50 if a means could ho found 
of preserving it for the summer, 
A score of families all had stoors 
and nil wanted to oat hoof. Why 
not have a steer killed each week 
and divided up? Thoy would 
only pay the cost of dressing the 
animal and thoy would have 
fresh hoof all summer. 

So 20 farmers formed a beef 
ring.

We were a jolly carload, glad 
of such a perfect day for a trip, 

for you rarely get such weather 
to help you enjoy Christmas 
holidays. 
I We parked the car just beyond 
| Keswick and proceeded to" the 
ice, but we soon found skating 
would be a doubtful pleasure in 
such a wind. In a heated closed 
car you are not aware of the 
wind, but the only way to enjoy 
ice in a wind like that would be 
ice-boating, and we had no ice- 
boat, of course. 

We found a friend at Keswick 
Who has one of those quaint little 
fishermen's huts, and he kindly 
took us to where seven or eight j 



sort of runway to close the 
entrance. Each enclosure was 
large enough to give them plenty 
of room to exercise. 

Presently they must have 
scented their evening meal, for 
one after another they slipped 
down from the roof of the little 
house and began trotting up and 
down, the pair of them waiting 
for their turn to be fed. They 
all, or nearly* ail, have a white 
tuft of fur on their tails. Jetty 
black, like ibig Persian cats, only, 
of course, with sharper noses 
and larger, more slender legs. 
We were not close enough to see 
the white hair here and there in 
their pelts which gives them the 
name of silver foxes. But how 
their fur did shine! 

1 asked one young man, when 
we came down from the tower, 
if they do not have any red 
foxes, but he said there wasn't 
enough money in them. He told 
us the best time to see the foxes 
is in late spring or early summer 
when all the little baby foxes are 
playing around in their enclosure.
